Beginning  with  the  5th  chapter  (rf 
Deuteronomy  and  continuing  through 
the  29th  chapter,  we  find  the  body  of 
Moses’  address  to  the  children  of  Is¬ 
rael  Keep  in  mind  that  this  was  recal¬ 
led  and  written  down  centuries  after 
the  historic  eyent  of  crossing  over  into 
Canaan  However,  it  is  also  important 
to  note  that  the  recollection  was  based 
on  what  had  no  doubt  been  an  address 
which  Moses  delivered  in  some  form  to 
the  Israelites  at  that  early  critical 
juncture  in  their  history. 

I.  The  history  and  basis  of  the  coven¬ 
ant  ( 5 : 1-7 ) :  The  Shema  Israel  ( “Hear, 
O  Israel”)  has  been  calling  faithful 
Jews  to  attention  for  centuries.  As  in¬ 
heritors  of  that  faith.  Christians  also 
are  directed  in  their  attention  to  the 
declaration  which  follows  this  clarion 
call.
